Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1-6, the allowability in combination with the other claimed 

features is because nowhere in the prior art is there a solid electrolytic capacitor having 
a conductive metal substrate whose one end portion region is bonded to the other end 
portion region of the opposite end portion regions of the foil-like valve metal substrate; 
and an anode electrode formed by sequentially forming at least a solid high molecular 
polymer electrolyte layer and a conductive layer on the foil-like valve metal substrate.
